The  Union  Jaek  with  t)  Arms  of  Canada  (arms  of 
the  four  origiial  provinces)  on  a  white  escutcheon  in  the 
centre,  surrounded  by  a  wreath  of  maple  leaves  and  sur- 
mounted by  a  crown,  is  the  flag  of  our  Governor-General. 
That  of  a  Lieutenant-Governor  bears  no  crown  and  has 
the  arms  of  his  own  province  only.  Imperial  sanction 
was  given  in  187C  to  use  maple  leaves  for  the  wreath 
instead  of  laurel,  as  in  the  other  colonies.

In  1649  Cromweirs  Parliament  created  this  ensign 
to  replace  the  King's  Standard  at  the  stern  of  men-of- 
war.  It  had  the  St.  George  Jack  in  the  first  quarter  and 
the  Irish  Harp  in  the  fly.  Scotland  was  not  represented, 
tlie  union  with  England  being  dissolved  by  the  death  of 
(Uiarles  I.  Red  being  the  colour  of  the  Admirals  of  the 
highest  rank  and  the  typical  colour  of  England,  the  red 
ensign  was  termed  the  paramount  national  ensign.

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ENSIGN  OF  CHARLES  II,  1660 

After  the  Restoration  of  Charles  II  in  1660,  the  Irish 
Harp  was  removed  from  the  ensigns  and  the  St.  (i<'orjr<' 
Jaek  alone  remained  until  replaced  hy  the  I'nion  'lack 
of  Queen  Anne.  The  'Tnion  Flaj^^e"  of  .lames  I  hav- 
ing l)een  used  only  in  addition  to  the  local  national  .lacks, 
was  not  introduced  into  the  ensigns.  In  166.*i  a  procla- 
mation issued  hy  Charles  1 1,  confirming  the  position  of 
the  red  ensign  at  the  stern,  not  only  of  the  shi])s  of  the 
Navy  but  of  merchantmen  (hy  w^om  it  had  heen 
adopted),  established  this  as  the  Na+i  uial  Ensign.

"That  the  utmost  care  sliould  ho  exercised  in  the 
making  of  our  flag  is  ])eyond  all  question.  Jt  is  the 
record  of  our  history,  the  cinhlem  of  the  British  nation; 
to  display  one  incorrect  in  form  is  to  do  dishonor  to  it,  to 
our  history  and  to  our  nationality.  No  i)atriot  would

The  following  regulations  for  the  making  of  the  flag 
issued  by  the  Admiralty  should  therefore  be  studied,  and 
care  taken  to  see  that  it  be  correctly  hoisted  with  the 
broad  white  of  St.  Andrew  uppermost  next  the  staff. 
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According  to  the  received  rules  of  strict  heraldry,  a 
cross  should  be  given  one-third  and  a  saltire  one-fifth  of 
the  width  of  the  flag.  Taking  the  Cross  of  St.  (ieorge 
and  its  two  borders  as  one  cross,  and  the  Crosses  of  St. 
Andrew  and  St.  Patrick  (these  two  having  been  each 
allotted  half  the  space  of  a  saltire)  and  its  border  as  one 
saltire,  the  Admiralty  regulations  comply  witli  the  rules 
of  heraldry.
